paris green immediately tho plant is
abovo grouud thus killing many beetles
before tho female, lmn a chance to lay eggs,
then again when the plant is about one
foot high, and lastly when it is iu full
bloom apply the poiron. Unless In ox-

ceptlonal years, three applications are all
that is necessary. No buna need trouble
the farmers if this method is pursued.
Gooseberry and current worms are not

exactly alike, but tho same method is pur¬
sued with both, l'ut a heaping table-
spoonful of white helltbone iu one gallon
of water, and apply with a brush. Do
this immediately the woiiu appears, which
it does with the llrat lull foliage. The
gooseborry worm cornea llrst. Usually
oue application snllicea if it Is thorough.
If they appear alter the fruit begins to
ripen do cot put on the poison, but apply
air slacked linn early in the morning
when the dew Is on. llut with mine tbe
worms are exterminated before the fruit
attains much site.
